REWARDS FOR
ORIMINALS,
From the N, F. Times.

Heference has slready been made in these
columns to the impolioy of Yermiuing pub-
lic officers to participate in the rewards
offered for the arrest of oriminals. Whether
it is condnoive to the highest morality that
even private oitizens should become ac-
oustomedjto expeot pay for doing what is,
after all, every citizen's duty, is at least
doubtful, But there can be no doubt what-
ever of the impropriety of the practice in the
oase of officers of justice. They are employad
and paid for the express purpose of appre-
hending evil-doers, and to offer them gratui-
ties for doing their paid work is simply to
debanch their honesty and ruin their effi.
cienoy.

How utterly demoralizing and destrnotive
of the very end at which it aims ia the whole
system of rewards, the Nathan case admirably
exemplifies, Here the rewards offered for
the arrest of the murderer amonnted in the
aggregate to §50,000, and, as a consequence,
the interests of justios were totally subordi-
nated to the cravings of avarice, More than
once, it is said, the suspeoted assassin was
allowed to slip out of the very grasp of the
law, because his oaptors wers fearful that
their greed would not be satisfied with a fair
proportion of the spoils. And even now,
when suspicion bas almost matured to oer-
tainty of the criminal's identity, when his

name and description are matter of
ublioc notoriety, he is still preserved
rom arrest by the sordid jealousy

of rival detectives. We reprinted the other
day, from a Buffalo paper, an article in which
plain expression was given to the oconvio-
tion that Superintendent Kelso's offer of

2500 for the arrest of Forrester was diotated
by a desire to monopolize the remaiader of
the original reward himself. Of course, with
this state of feeling among the persons most
interested in catohing Forrester, there is little
likelibood that he will ever be caught at all.
And we have thus presented the ocurions
anomaly that the more heinous the orime,
and the greater the reward offered for the
spprehension of the criminal, the safer he is
from detection or punishment. It is, perhaps,
not too much to say that if all rewards for the
Nathan murderer were withdrawn to-day,
there wonld be a better chance of the arrest
of Forrester than at any time since he was
first suspected of the murder.

The plan of bribing our police offisers to
do their duty is radically wrong. It acous-
toms them to look for a law-breaker, not be-
cause he has broken the law which they are
sworn and paid to protect, but becanse his
arrest will put so maoy dollars in their pockets.
What is worse, it substitutes for the sense of
duty and professional ambition which would
furnish the surest guarantee of energy aud
fidelity in the force, the most paltry
and deteriorating of incentives to exertion.
What would an army be worth in which
bhonor was fostered by avarice, and
valor stimulated by pecuniary rewards? Our
policemen are in some sense soldiers, and
susceptible to many of the inflnences that
affect & military career. If we educate them
to a high standard of duty, if we encourage
them to look for the rewards of cowmge and
skill in the public approbation of their supe-
riors and the community, in promotion and
in decorations of honor rather than in dollars
and cents, we shall do more toward the sup-
pression of crime than by making a rich man
of every successful thief-taker.

Our Saxon progenitors, heathens as they
were, bad a habit not only of putting their
enemies to death, but of amusing themselves
by inclosing them in a pit filled with vipers
and venowmous reptiles, The enemies, being
heathens also, very seldom testified that this
torturing system conduced to salutary repent-
ance, or caused them to take a loftier or more
healthful view of life at their exit through its
final gateway. They saw only an unjust, in-
exon&ﬂe fate behind their crimes, their de-
feats, their jeering enemies, or the very
snakes that stung them, Natorally they be-
lieved that a better chance waited for them
beyond. “'I smile with pleasure,” oried the
pirate Lodbrog, facing the Baxons from his
torturing pit, *‘becanse I know that a seat is
kept for me in the halls of Odin, whore at
last 1 shall drink beer from the skulls of my
enemies. I have struck with my sword in
one-and-fifty combats; there i8 no kiogon
earth morefamons than I. Yetnow Imd{lng;
& viper opens my bresst and sucks my blood.
Man is a slave to destiny; he obeys the deoree
of the apirifs that rule at his birth,” Bat
Lodbrog's famous death-song was sung more
than a thousand years ago. Christianity has
done its work in all that while upon us—his
descendants. There is, it is true, a certain
sublimity in the story of mistaken life, and
the despairand courage wilth whioh he looked
back into it and forward into the horrors of
death; but the whole tragedy fadea like a
fuble back into the obsourity of past ages.
Nowadays, when practical, healthful common
sense and Christ's love, throngh His peopls,
bave taken the world in charge, there is no
such thing among us as fortured prisoners, or
licensed deadly serpents to coil around hel
less men and fill their veins with poison wh
sociely looks smiling on.

One of our exchanges brought to us & story
yesterday so common and hackneyed that
we bad to push ourselves away from it, as it
were, to catch its real meaning. A Washing-
ton reporter goes to sev Grady, the murderer
of Mws. Faulkner, a day or two before his
execution. He finds “‘a young man, slender
in frame; good looking, in fuot handsome,
with large black eyes, lustrous and searching,
Fihouuly appealing, as though every new

ace were to be searched for some chanoce of
monfo. The only aperture to his cell whioh
admits the light of day is fuced by the soafl-
fcld, For days he has not been able to look
out or draw & breath of fresh air without
seeing the engine of his desiruction. This
morping the rope was tested by differont
his presence and that

g8l for their lives, and
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the olammy awest on hin brow, his erfes for
merey. o inguirea *if Grady ssos that
woman yonder ! how can he bear to look at
s woman ! doesn't he kuoow that all women
are his enemien? how will he fuoe his victim
in the other world 7' At this the man tarns
on him desperately. “Look here,” he aays,
“] want to get out on that soaffold befora
Friday. I told my father and sister o to-day.
Every time [ see them I fesl that [ want to
die.” "Nobndy to blame but yonrsell, eh /"
sums up the reporter, “Yen, one other,”
says the man deliberately, “Somefimes it
was & friend, and agnin an enemy.  Its name
is whisky. [ can meet Mra, Fanlkner without
compunotion. I osn’t say I did the deasd, nor
will I deny it. I did not konow what I did. [
was under the inflnenoe of lignor.” “‘8y yon
wint to dis?” inguires the repressntative of
the Christian press, which has the ednestion
of Ohristian peopls in charge, oonseientionsly
wishing thut they shonld be fally informed of
the temper of their victim. *'The sooner
the better; I am tired of this," the yoang
man replied.

The rveporier left him, starisg with his
large black eyes at the gallows, thinking per-
baps that a little while sgn he was a boy,
with all his chances before him; |uuking baock
into a life defeated by mesns which Ohbristian
people license and forward into the death
which Christian people have awarded
bim. The heathen Lodbrog trusted in a ven-
geance hereafter. What wonder that the
wretch Grady and his kind, if they have any
blorred conception of Christ's infinite love,
shonld hope for justice in some world where
that love has other interpreters than here?

CHECK TO MONOPOLY.

We have already oalled attention to the
fact that the Goveroor of Illinois recently re-
fused his assent to a ill sabsidizing a corpo-
ration whose functions are vnl.lre?y beyoud
the limita of the State, snd we now record
the coincident motion of the Legislature of
New Jersey in putt'ng an end to all the
schemes of surrendering—the word used is
“‘leasing”—her internal improvements to the
great Yennsylvauia monopoly, We rejoics
sincerely at both, or, indeed, at any maniles-
tation of State independence in this direction,
just as we did when Governor Geary had the
ineonceivable audscity, the other day, to ask
his Legislature to look to the safety of the
einking fund, and see that it was no farther
wanipulated, It was too late to stay the
mischief, but still it was & protest. New
Jersey is to be especially congratulated on
ber escape. Bad as it is, betler a thousand
fold the Federal Air.-Live than chaining a
community, now free from debt, aud 1m-
provements of untainted tinaucial character,
to the chariot wheels of an shien corporation,
and that too at a tiwe when the tire of its
worn-out and attennated credit is jnst com-
ing off, saud the mass is slowly bat sarely
siuking to the earth. For all that we have
had occasion to say oo this sabject the reward
bes been, naturslly enough, the insane
ribaldry of & looal press to which we are sub-
limely indiffercnt; but st the sams time an
ex pression of confidence on the part of con-
siderate and sagacions weu in  the same
region, capitalists tovo, in the forecast
we have ventured on fhat is very gratify-
ing. When we intimuted that tha Vice-Presi-
dent of the Pepnsylvanin Company bad quite
as much a8 he could do in wansging his three
bundred miles of road with its branches, aad
the express cowpanies and the Logislatuce
and the dependent but somietimes mntinons
wunioipalities, without winding ap the insol-
veut estate of Mr. Uskes Awes and his asso-
clutes, great was the wrallh of Philadelphia
l,jpogrqphy. The dooua of N--'- Yurfl "
sealed,” says one silly paper. “‘The World
reeks with falsebood, aud is redolent with
walice,” cries anutber. The lwagiuation of
one sees Nineveh typifying New York —the bat
building his nest uunder Washiogton's dis-
monuted statue in Unlon Syuare, aud the owl,
bird of wisdom, perched on all that 15 left of
Mr. Lincoln; and yet within & bundred milas
of this malaricus Mosul, on its branch of tha
Euphrates, Philadelphia, & joyous ecapital

with one liné of steamers and soores of canal-
boats, The other sees in ns the bass assassin
of Philadelphia’s prosperity. Now the trath
is, as we have all along averred, and a4 sensi-
ble men in that excitable comumuuity begia to
see, it is in the interest of Puiladelphia we
write—onr New York interests buing only in-
directly and remvutely involved. Had the
Pennsylvania oumpmyuj;ut control of New
Jersey, in what way wonld Philadelphia have
been injured or New York hurt? Way station
as by the course of natare the former is now,
it would, in slang phrase, literally have bsen
‘‘nowhere” had Jersey City und ot West
Philadelphia been ths terminal point. Bnt in
more material relatious than such as regulate
stations and switches is the guestion of in-
terest material to our Philadelphia neigh-
bors. Where would ruin fall most heavily in
case of a collapse—on us or oun them? Ou
the relatively few New York capitalists who,
on their own acoount or as ageunts for foreign
constituents, hold a portion of some of the
multitudinous strata of bonds on which the
great scheme rests, or on the city of Philadel-
phia, an already debt-burdenad municipality,
its banks, and savings funds, and insaranoce
companies, and trustees, avd widows and
orphans 7 We could manage to survive,
much as we might deplore it. Not they
whom, angered at what in no unnkindness
we say, we put on their guurd. We are safe,
thanks to vernor Hoffman's pressiencs,
who long ago, at sowe risk to his popa-
larity, saw the danger of the intrusion of this
corporation within our limits, and warned it
away, We believe, a8 we have said, that
Governor Geary's instinets prompt him to
revolt; but what can he, poor man, sffect
with & Republican Legislature owuned by tuis
compsny and the press throughout the com.
monwealth subsidized? If our vaticinations
are nureasonable and nnfounded, thay do no
barm in this eswp. It was ounly iuside of
Troy snd Jerusulem that Osassandra and
Balome hud s0 uncomifortable a tiwe, and we
know what happened to those moredaloas
inland cities. But the forecmst of the future
rests on axioms of political and econowmical
gcience that never mislead. No instauce can
be vited of a corporstion being suything bat
an ultimate failure which aets nuder different
charters and is amenuble to different redp .
sibility. Witness that wonnment of disoredit-
able ruip, the Atlantio and Great Westera,
with its three charters and its Buifalo extea-
gion, The distant purchuses sud leases (for
A 009 years' lease is an unpaid-for puarohiss)
nusylvania cowpany pul it i the

FORNEY IN THE OUSTOMS.

To silence the grumblings of the Press
abont Smwmper's removal, San Dowingo ao-
nexstion and other blanders in the adminis-
tration poliey, Grant has nominated John W,
Forney for Collestor of Customs st Philadel-
pbia, and Forney, as was suticipated, has
promptly aocepted. He, in fact, lost no tims
n giving notice of his entire willingness to
serve his conntry, for fear of a change in the
Presidential bumor, When so many are
clsmoring for an office delays are dan-
gerons, and it will not do to be too coy about
sputching the prize. Forney is too sturdy a
place-bunter to let such a gift as the control
of the Philadelphia Custoins slip through his
fingers, If be has sometimes aspired to
higher things, he has often shown his willing-
nees to accgpt much humbler positions,
Grant committed a politioal blunder in in-
sulting Sumper, but he is doing what he can
to retrieve his position by purchasing Sam.
ner's tondies. e knew Forney's price, and
bus paid it without much higgling. Buat poor
a situstion as the Pbiladelphis Oustom Honse
it to & man of Forney's ambition, it is yet
more than his political influence is worth,
His power ss a politician has long since
reached zero in Pepusylvania. He is in
the confidesce of meither the Curtin nor
Usmeron faction, and has few followers any-
where. For a long time the suemy of Came-
ron, and the vindictive assailaut of his per-
sonal eharacter, Forney saddenly bscame his
servile adherent, and now flatters the man
whom he was accustomed to revile. The ene-
mies of Cumweron in the Onrtin faction were
indignant at Forney's conduet, and learoed to
despire bim as thoroughly as the Oameron
faction distrust him.

Forney's design of playing the Douglas
game of 1858 over sgain with Sumner for a
bero was manifest enough, If he deceived
himself by an apparent analogy in the two
cases, he made a very common mistake of
politicisns. His growls about Sumuver's re-
moval were not 50 flerce as to cinse Grant to
close the door of couciliation. He roared at
bim as gently as Soug, the joiner. Grant
took the hint, aud graciously came forward,
after consulting Drexel and Borie, and olapped
Forvey in the Custom House to shut his
mouth. Grant has enough experience in the
world and in huoman nature to know that the
bupgry fellow is the true revolutionist. A
pelitician with his belly foil of meat seldom
is known to strike,

« Mr, Buchanan might have appeased Forney
in the same way in 1558, but his ambition
then caused him to aspire to a (irst-class mis-
#ion or a place in the Cubinet. There was a
negotiation about a printing job in Washing-
ton, but that was permitted to fall through,
eud Forney revolted., By dexterously making
use of the potent name of Douglas, and
availing himsell of an all-pervading pupular
sentiment against  slavery extension, he
mansged to impress the Republicans with an
idea of his importance, and as a reward ob-
tuined what they bad to bestow—the clerk-
ship of the Honse of Representatives,

With sl his lofty aspiriugs for political
bonors, Forney has shown a comwmendable
rendiness to tuke whatever ‘he can get when
the pinch comes. At oue time the rival of
Cumeron for aseat in the Seuate of the
United States, he subsided to the clerkship
of the House, At another time a candidate
tor the bighest pesitions in the gift of Presi-
dent Lineolo, he conteoted himself with the
office of BSecretary of the Senate, whoich he
did vot give up until his virulent abunse of
distingnisbed Benators rendered it no longer
tensble. Bat a little while ago a hopeful
sspivant for the position of Postmaster-
Geuneral of the United States, he comes down

to the collectorship of the costoms
i Philadelphia, which Grant  su-
perciliously flings to him, Such an

office in New York, or Boston, or New Orleans
weans something, Bat he is collector in a
large cify with no or little commerce. The saily
that be may count in the harbor are for the
most part cossting vessels which bring no re-
ceipts, Philedelphia is & big town, but the
collecting of its oustoms is not a big office.
It will do well enough for Forney. But if he
aud auy of the mousing politicians of Phila-
delphin impgine that tﬁey oan exercise any
power to control or check the mighty popular
revolution that is approaching, the near future
will show how ridiculous is their estimate of
their own inflnence. Forney may betray
Summer to Grant and Cameron, but the politi-
cal futes will not be appeased by any offerings
which they may bring to the altar. It is all
the same whether Forney goes to the custom

The Senate
of the United Btates, when it made Ulyases
8. Grant General, conferred on him a power
transcending that of the President of the
United States; and now this same man Grant,
arrogently assuming that he embodias as an
individual the genuine authority of the
Government, lords it over the Senate and
drags that over-dignified body low into the
dirt. All this is the result of Republican io-
eulestion, and who now is to counteract its
evil? The civil power of the Government no
longer means anything. He oolleots its
revenues by the power of the bayonet and
enforces its lawa by the power of military
decrees. Grant reliea more on the army and
the pavy than he does on the jodiciary for
earrying out the policy of his administration,
He i1s encouraged in this faith by aots of
Copngress which give him power to hurl
srmed hosts of ruffians on any seotion of the
counfry to do whatéver he deems proper.
The Emperor of Russia has no greater power
then this, and the Queen of England not so

much. With us it is a logical resuit
of Republiean teaching during the
late war, and now it is forced on

us sgain as pure Republican doctrine, Thare
mnst be no differences with the central power
of the Government, The Ewple must have
no opinions at variance with the wishes or the
speculations of their rulers. Lincoln and
Cameron, and Stanton and Butler taught this
execrable dootrine during the wur, Grant
and Cameron and the Dent family, backed by
a servile majority of Republican Senators,
now carry it into practice. The chickens bave
conre home to roost. The representatives of
the people dare not differ with the Executive,
The law-making power of the Government
must obey the will of the Executive to the
disregard of the wishes of the people. BSuch
is the situation. There ia no escape from it
but in revolution, or in the orderly trinmph
of the Democratio party at thé ballot-box.
